QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Dear Bishop Patterson: 


Where in the Bible does it say that women are to be missionaries? 
Since Paul was a missionary, why don’t we have male missionaries 
in the COGIC? Where in the Bible does it say that women were 
not called to preach? Mark 16:17-18 gives permission to ANY 
believer, not men only, to lay hands on the sick. I can’t 
understand why we have been taught that only preachers are to 
do so. Please enlighten me.

Dear Miss Vereen: 


I don’t know of any scripture in the Bible that specifically refers 
to the woman as a missionary. However, I believe that either male 
of female can be a missionary. As a matter of fact, I think the 
word missionary would be a much more acceptable term, 
especially for our male foreign workers, than the overused term 
bishop. Websters dictionary says “A missionary is a person sent 
on a mission: especially a person sent out by his church to 
preach, teach, and proselytize....”’ 


I don’t know of any place in the Bible where it says that women 
were not called to preach. However, I don’t know of any 
scripture that says women were called to preach. So, since the 
Bible does not say they were called to preach, the Church of God 
in Christ has taken the position of not ordaining women to the 
gospel ministry. I think we will make a mistake by defining 
preaching by the tone of one’s voice. Yes, it is true that laying 
hands on the sick is not relegated to gospel preacher, any believer 
can pray for the sick.
